WHEREAS, he has officiated for important occasions in

the lives of the members of his community, including bar

mitzvahs, bat mitzvahs, funerals and memorial services; and

WHEREAS, since 1975, he has delivered several prayers

and invocations for the legislature while serving as chaplain;
